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Early Voting 

This year county voters 
can vote early in the primary 
elections. Early voting cen- 
ters will be open 10 a.m. to 8 
p.m. from Friday, September 3 
through Thursday, September

Absentee Ballots 

There are now three ways 
to vote in the forthcoming 
primary election: On Septem- 
ber 14 at one’s local precinct; 
“Early Voting” on September 
3, 4 and 6 through 8 (see 
above); and the traditional 
absentee ballot method. Note 
that voter registration 1s now 
closed for this election. 

All registered voters have 
the option to vote by absentee 
ballot; a voter does not have 
to certify illness or absence 
from home on Election Day.

Many Challengers Abound 
To Unseat Senator Mikulski

Barbara A. Mikulski, 74, 
Maryland’s Senior U.S. Sena- 
tor, is seeking her fifth term this 
year, with no shortage of either 
Democratic or Republican chal- 
lengers tossing hats into the ring 
in the September 14 primary 
election. Democratic voters in 
the primary will find six candi- 
dates for Senate in addition to 
Mikulski on their ballot. Repub- 
lican primary voters will have a 
more daunting task in evaluating 
the eleven candidates they have 
to choose from. 

Despite the numbers run- 
ning, most of the candidates 
are unknown and have so far 
not been particularly visible in 
their campaigning. Mikulski’s 
Democratic opponents fall into 
this category. Only two of the 


Republican primary candidates 
— Commissioner and physician 
Eric Wargotz of Queen Anne’s 
County and Jim Rutledge, an 
attorney from Harford County 
who has received the endorse- 
ment of the Maryland Right to 
Life Political Action Committee 
— have been conspicuous in get- 
ting their messages out via press 
releases.

Seven Candidates Compete 
For Congress in oth District

Unlike a number of other rac- 
es in the September 14 primary 
election, there will be competi- 
tion on both parties’ ballots for 
the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, 5th District, which includes 
Calvert, Charles and St. Mary’s 
Counties, as well as parts of 
Prince George’s and Anne Arun- 
del Counties. 

Longtime incumbent Steny H. 
Hoyer will be challenged by two 
candidates on the Democratic 
primary ballot: Sylvanus G.

A graduate 
of the University of Maryland, he 
received his J.D. from George- 
town University Law Center in 
1966 and in the same year won a 
seat in the Maryland Senate. A 
resident of Mitchellville, Hoyer 
is a widower with three children

Open Letter 
To City Council 


I have read in the Green- 
belt News Review that the city 
needs a multi-million dollar bond 
to cover over-budget expendi- 
tures during construction of the 
new Public Works building, and 
also “needs” a $780,000 bond 
initiative in order to complete 
renovations at the Old Greenbelt 
movie theater. This concerns me 
because while it is necessary to 
pay for money that has already 
been spent, the necessity of ren- 
ovating the movie theater at this 
time or for this price should not 
be assumed. 

My husband and I are fans 
and patrons of the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre. We enjoy walking over 
to see a film at the neighbor- 
hood shopping center and seeing 
friends and neighbors there, too. 
It is also a big plus that the pric- 
es are lower than other venues. 
In short, we would be sorry to 


see the movie theater close and 
do believe that it warrants effort 
and expense to keep it open. 

However, I have not read any- 
thing to indicate the $780,000 
price tag is a responsible deci- 
sion for the city to make at this 
time. That’s a lot of money to 
spend on a movie theater that 
is not actually being community 
supported by sufficient patronage 
to cover its costs. It seems quite 
irresponsible to consider borrow- 
ing money for a theater renova- 
tion at a time when the city is 
cutting back on hours at the pool, 
putting the recreation brochure 
online and closing a post office 
substation in order to cut much 
smaller amounts of money from 
the budget. 

Before a bond initiative is 
placed before voters or the de- 
cision to renovate the movie 
theater moves forward, it 1s in- 
cumbent upon the city to provide 
Greenbelt residents with more 
information and demonstrate that 
this is a thoughtful and beneficial 
decision for the city at large. We 
need to know about the current 
financial state of the theater and 
see an action plan for the future 
of the theater. Do enough people 
patronize the theater to warrant 
a major renovation or is this a 
project that will only benefit a 
few people who regularly patron- 
ize the theater? Will this bidding 
process be competitive and with 
a goal to keep every expense 
down or will it go the way of 
the Public Works building? Are 
there ways to substantially cut the 
expenses related to renovation 
without compromising safety or 
utility? The current management 
has stated that they cannot afford 
to stay in business if the theater 
is closed for the time it takes to 
renovate — what then? Is the 
city prepared to turn the theater 
into a recreation facility, find 
another commercial manager or 
would the theater simply close? 
How does the city propose to 
pay off the new bond without

She had been born in Vladivo- 
stok, Siberia; her family escaped 
Stalinist Russia when she was 
two years old and relocated to 
Berlin. Later, when she was 
10 years old, they fled Hitler’s 
Germany and ultimately settled 


in Boston. She moved to Wash- 
ington, D.C. for college and had 
her first job in the capital city 
during WWII. 

As a child, Judy loved as- 
tronomy and liked to discuss any 
aspect of science. While studying 
at George Washington University, 
she took a class from the famous 
physicist, George Gamow. 

Several decades ago, Judy and 
I were discussing the impend- 
ing great planetary, solar and 
lunar alignment. At that time, I 
ventured an opinion that during 
the great alignment, we would 
experience earthquakes here on 
earth. Judy stated matter-of-fact- 
ly, “No, they will be before and 
after.” She, of course, proved to 
be right. 

Judy had time and a kind word 
for almost everyone. I know she 
would like to be remembered as a 
good friend. She would like you 
to remember her in the wonder of 
nature, in the beauty of flowers 
and trees and in the fragile flut- 
tering pathway of a butterfly on 
wing.

Samuel F. Ashelman, Jr. 

Former Greenbelter Samuel 
Freas Ashelman, Jr., 97, died 
of congestive heart failure on 
August 10, 2010, in a nursing 
home in Berkeley Springs, W. 
Va. Mr. Ashelman had lived 
in the 4 Court of Hillside Road. 
He had been the general manager 
of Greenbelt Consumer Services 
(GCS). 

Born in Port Carbon, Pa., he 
was a 1937 business graduate of 
Swarthmore College in Swarth- 
more, Pa. 

In 1944 the Co-op was not 
doing well. Five of the stores 
were having difficulties. The 
manager resigned. In November 
1944 Sam Ashelman was brought 
in from the Eastern Cooperative 
Wholesale Warehouse in Philadel- 
phia to take over the post. Con- 
ditions began to improve. Mr. 
Ashelman was highly regarded 
and soon became a working part 
of the community. He took part 
in a packed two-day Congressio- 
nal hearing in August 1947. The 
Greenbelt way of life, especially 
cooperatives, were under attack 
from the beginning. Most people 
did not understand the concept of 
cooperatives owned and operated 
for mutual benefit instead of for 
profit. It was generally ridiculed 
and Greenbelt was considered 
to be an unworkable, socialistic, 
idealistic experiment. 

In his job as general manager, 
he sought to be fair to all cus- 
tomers. After meat rationing was 
over and meat became scarce and 
people returning after work could 
find little meat left for sale, Mr. 
Ashelman conceived of the idea 
of having meat cards. He pre- 
pared special family meat cards 
for Greenbelters. They would be 
punched when a meat purchase 
was made. In that way scarce 
supplies could be more evenly 
spread out. 

His interest was also in other 
areas of the community. For 
example, when the movie “Bitter 
Rice” was pulled from the theater 
when Catholic viewers found it 
to be filthy and asked that it be 
pulled, it was. However, Mr. 
Ashelman, as manager of GCS 
of which the theater was then a 
part, had the movie rescheduled, 


doubting that “the right to tell 
the whole community that they 
cannot see a certain picture, no 
matter how sincere may be the 
objection of a part of the com- 
munity to the picture.” Three 
months later it was shown again. 

On February 1, 1962, the 
board replaced Mr. Ashelman as 
general manager by a contract 
with Checchi and Company, man- 
agement consultants. 

In 1961 Mr. Ashelman bought 
a property in West Virginia and 
founded the Coolfont Resort in 
Berkeley Springs. 

His marriages to Margaret Pe- 
ter Ashelman and Martha Work 
Ashelman ended in divorce. 

Survivors include five chil- 
dren from his first marriage, 
Sirt Thar of Ypsilanti, Mich., 
Peter Ashelman of Ransom, W. 
Va., Eric Ashelman and Lisa 
Ashelman, both of Fairfield, Iowa 
and Randall Ashelman of Rom- 
ney, W. Va.; a sister; nine grand- 
children; and 22 great-grandchil- 
dren. 


Fredda Dingler 

Fredda Dingler died Saturday, 
August 28, 2010, at 6:36 p.m. at 
the University of Maryland Medi- 
cal Center in Baltimore. She 
had been in the hospital since 
August 4 and ultimately died of 
pneumonia. 

Mrs. Dingler was born on 
May 2, 1938, at the original Sib- 
ley Hospital in Washington. Her 
father was Frederick Stevenson, 
a geneticist specializing in pota- 
toes at the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center, with whom she 
shared a birthday and was named 
after him. She was the young- 
est of eight and grew up in Ta- 
koma Park. She was in the first 
graduating class of High Point 
High School. She attended the 
University of Wisconsin for two 
years but returned to the area to 
attend the Washington School of 
Secretaries where she graduated 
in 1959. 

In 1959 she volunteered for 
the Kennedy Presidential cam- 
paign and later the Kennedy In- 
augural Committee. Upon Ken- 
nedy’s inauguration in 1960 she 
worked in the Justice Department 
in Washington, D.C. While at 
the Justice Department she sup- 
ported a unit that was reviewing 
organized crime, specifically the 
Teamsters Union. She was also 
dispatched to support the U.S. 
Marshalls enforcing the integra- 
tion of the University of Mis- 
sissippi in 1962. She became a 
wife and homemaker and moved 
to North Carolina. She had two 
children (John and Georgene). In 
1972 shortly after Georgene was 
born, Mrs. Dingler divorced her 
husband and moved to Green- 
belt. She raised her children 
on her own. Ellen Folkee, who 
was their neighbor at the time, 
introduced her to Shirley Bailey 
who cared for the children until 
they could stay home alone after 
school. 

Mrs. Dingler worked in Wash- 
ington, D.C., as a legal secretary 
at several law firms including 
Miller, Cassidy, Larroca & Lewin, 
Hanson & O’Brien and Baker 
& Hostetler in 2003. Later she 
began began working at GHI as 
a bookkeeper. She “retired” from 
GHI in 2009 but continued to 
work there when needed part-time 
until she became ill in August. 

She had recently joined the 
Golden Age Club and went on 


tours with them, most recently to 
the Smokies Show Tour in June 
2010. She also has been volun- 
teering as a proofreader for the 
Greenbelt News Review. 

Mrs. Dingler was an avid read- 
er on a wide variety of topics. If 
she was interested in something, 
she would read everything about 
it. She loved crossword puzzles 
and always had a book of them 
in her lap. She was a die-hard 
Redskins fan and was thrilled to 
have the Nationals join MLB. 
She mostly listened to classical 
music but also enjoyed opera, 
country, folk, R&B, jazz and 
rock. If there wasn’t a ball game 
on TV, there was music playing. 
We also used to say she had a 
song for every occasion — any 
line or comment could drum out 
a song or jingle from past or 
present. She could recite poetry 
or songs from memory. She cro- 
cheted and knit beautiful work. 
She had a thorough knowledge of 
North American wildlife, specifi- 
cally plants and birds. 

She is survived by her son 
John and his wife Valerie of 
Manassas Park, Va.; daughter 
Georgene and her husband Solo- 
mon Najafi of Rockville, Md.; 
and four grandchildren. She 
is also survived by two sisters, 
Gladys MacKenzie of Arizona 
and Jean Campbell of Charleston, 
S.C. 

A memorial service will be 
held at the Greenbelt Community 
Church on Saturday, September 
11 at 11 a.m.

Like others who knew long- 
time Greenbelter and former 
News Review editor Dorothy 
Sucher, I too felt sad to hear 
of her death. Unlike those who 
knew her 30, 40 or 50 years, 
I had met her a mere 13 years 
ago, April 29, 1997, when hand- 
ing in my first-ever News Re- 
view story.

Then (and current) editor 
Mary Lou Williamson had asked 
if I would like to cover GHI 
board of directors meetings for 
the News Review. I was flat- 
tered but worried because I had 
never written a story for a paper. 
Instructions were to write about 
the issues, who said what and 
how they voted and the results. 

My first assignment was the 
meeting of April 24, 1997. The 
agenda included two controversial 
items — an exception to allow 
a member on Ridge Road to 
keep ivy on his home exterior 
and the blocking of access to 
the gardenside of a home on 
Gardenway. These topics alone 
generated at least four hours of 
discussion. I wrote non-stop that 
Thursday night trying to get ev- 
erything down on paper. Friday 
and Saturday I worked feverishly 
deciphering my scribbled notes 
to create an unbiased and com- 
plete account of the meeting. I 
thought I had done a pretty good 
job getting it all. 

On Tuesday, deadline day, I 
was at the News Review office at 
2 p.m. sharp. Dorothy was there 
sitting on one side of the big 
table, already working. Standing 
across from her I leaned forward,

In 1986, Mikulski ran for the 
Senate and won, becoming the 
first Democratic woman elected 
to the Senate in her own right. 
She has been re-elected with 
large majorities in 1992, 1998 
and 2004 and remains popular 
even in an anti-incumbent year. 

Mikulski’s interests are many 
but have largely focused on edu- 
cation, science, senior citizen 
issues and women’s health. She 
is now a senior member of both 
the Health, Education, Labor and 
Pensions Committee and the Ap- 
propriations Committee. On the 
former, she also serves as chair 
of the Subcommittee on Retire- 
ment and Aging; on the latter, 
she serves as chair of the Sub- 
committee on Commerce, Justice 
and Science and is a member of 
five other subcommittees. She 
is also a member of the Senate 
Select Committee On Intelligence 
(mikulski.senate.gov). 

Democratic Challengers 
Garner 

Running against Mikulski is 
Christopher J. Garner of Annapo- 
lis, 59, a registered professional 
engineer. His priorities include 
refocusing the Democratic party 
on reindustrializing America, 
ending illegal immigration, fiscal 
responsibility and limiting imports 
(garnerforsenate.com). 

Scaldaferri 

Theresa C. Scaldaferri of Mt. 
Rainier, 69, has worked as a 
program assistant in D.C. govern- 
ment. Two of her interests are to 
control waste in federal spending 
and reduce government use of 
private contractors in such areas 
as federal finance and national 
security. 

Taylor 

Sanquetta Taylor of Baltimore 
County, 37, holds an MBA from 
the University of Baltimore. Her 
priorities are on quality of life is- 
sues such as public safety, health 
care, education, environment, 
veteran transition programs and 
domestic violence programs. She 
indicates that she is currently em- 
ployed as a criminal intelligence 
analyst (www.sanquettataylor4se- 
nate.com). 

Other Democrats 

Other candidates running in- 
clude Blaine Taylor of Towson, 
whose goals include ending all 
wars and aid to Israel and seal- 
ing the borders with U.S. military 
troops. 

A. Billy Bob Jaworski of 
Montgomery County, about whom 
there is little information; and Lih 
Young, an economist from Rock- 
ville who has run in a number of 
other federal, state and municipal 
elections (vote-md.org/intro. 
aspx?id=mdyounglih). 

Republican Ballot 
Wargotz 

Eric Wargotz of Queenstown, 
53, is a physician and at-large 
County Commissioner for Queen 
Anne’s County. Describing him- 
self as a physician-businessman, 
conservative and conservationist, 
he favors increasing account- 
ability while cutting the budget, 
taxes and the size of government. 
He opposes deficit spending and 
bail-outs and believes the states 
should control education. He 


supports the Supreme Court de- 
cision on corporate campaign 
donations. Mikulski has targeted 
Wargotz as her likely opponent 
in the General Election (www. 
wargotz.com). 

Rutledge 

Jim Rutledge of Harford 
County, 49, is a practicing at- 
torney. His goals are to establish 
sound fiscal policy by cutting 
federal spending and taxes and 
reducing the size of government. 
He favors a flat tax and abolish- 
ing the capital gains tax. With a 
broadly conservative platform and 
the backing of Maryland Right to 
Life, he has challenged Wargotz’s 
credentials as the best candidate 
to beat Mikulski (www.rutledge- 
forussenate.com). 

Other Republicans 

Other Republican candidates 
running include: 

Joseph Alexander of Silver 
Spring, about whom there is little 
information. 

Barry Steve Asbury of 
Parkville in Baltimore County, 
who supports help for the un- 
employed and for jobs creation 
and encouragement for legal 1m- 
migration. 

Neil H. Cohen of Potomac, 
who claims to be the only mod- 
erate Republican in the race, is 
concerned with the increased 
intrusion of government into the 
private sector. He believes the 
excessive partisan political divi- 
siveness in Washington has led to 
bad government and wasteful tax 
spending under both Republicans 
and Democrats (cohenforsenate. 
com). 

Stephens Dempsey of Monro- 
via in Frederick County describes 
himself as an American Constitu- 
tionalist running as a Republican 
who wishes to focus on people’s 
needs rather than party politics 
(www.dempsey4ussenate.com). 

Samuel R. Graham, Sr. of 
Bowie, a retired ironworker and 
business owner who is running 
out of concern for the economy, 
especially unemployment, home 
foreclosures and adequate health 
care (www.samuelgrahamforus- 
senate.com). 

John B. Kimble of Montgom- 
ery County, a moral conservative 
who has run for office previously 
and whose web site features the 
slogan “Cling to your guns and 
Religion” (www.kimbleforcon- 
gress.com). 

Gregory L. Kump of Towson, 
a former Marine who supports 
local control of education and an 
overall reduction of special inter- 
ests in government. 

Daniel W. McAndrew of Har- 
ford County, whose major con- 
cerns include health care and 
budget and tax issues and whose 
website provides a great deal of 
detail on his positions on specific 
issues (danielmcandrew.com). 

Eddie Vendetti of Olney, an 
engineer who highlights ending 
legal abortion as his primary is- 
sue (www.eddievendetti.com). 

Two additional Republicans 
had filed to run but subsequently 
withdrew their candidacies: Car- 
men Amedori of Ocean City and 
Corrogan R. Vaughn of Baltimore 
County. 

In addition to the Democratic 
and Republican primary victors, 
seven additional candidates will 
be before all voters in the Gen- 
eral Election Senate race in No- 
vember: three nominated by the 
Green, Libertarian and Constitu- 
tion parties, three who filed as 
unaffiliated and a Democrat who 
filed as a write-in candidate.

Bent 

Sylvanus Bent, 78, resides in 
Accokeek. He holds a doctor- 
ate in ministry from Howard 
University and is a member of 
the Disabled American Veterans. 
He has worked in administration 
with the U.S. Air Force and as 
a Congressional liaison and as 
a budget analyst for the Depart- 
ment of Defense. He is married 
with four children (candidate- 
blogs.baltimoresun.com/sylvanus- 
bent). 

Gall 

Andrew Gall, 27, is a resi- 
dent of College Park. After 
receiving his bachelor’s degree 
from Tulane University in 2005, 
he served as a volunteer with 
both Americorps VISTA and 
the Obama campaign. He is 
currently a graduate student at 
American University, where he 
iS pursuing a master’s degree in 
public policy (www.andrewfor- 
congress.org). 

An additional candidate, 
Thomas Defibaugh, Sr., filed to 
run as a Democrat but withdrew 
from the race in March.

Originally 
from Washington state, he has 
a bachelor’s degree in polit- 
ical science from Kennesaw 
University and an MBA from 
Regent University. He is gen- 
eral manager for Cintas, a fa- 
cilities services corporation, at 
their Prince George’s County 
site. Having seen active duty 
in Kosovo, he now holds the 
rank of major in the Marine 
Corps Reserves, where he is an 
intelligence officer. Lollar has 
also served as the chairman of 
the Charles County Republi- 
can Central Committee and the 
chairman of the Maryland GOP 
Taxpayers Commission. He is 
married with four children (lol- 
larforcongress.com). 

Robins 

Chris Robins is a resident of 
Anne Arundel County. 

In addition, a Libertarian 
candidate, H. Gavin Shickle of 
Charles County, has filed to run 
and will be on the ballot for the 
General Election. He does not 
appear on the primary ballot 
because in Maryland partisan pri- 
mary races are limited to the two 
major parties.

Goddard Invites Friends, Neighbors 
To Learn about the Web Telescope 


Greenbelt Astronomy Club 
member Elizabeth Levin sat on 
the ground outside the Goddard 
Space Flight Center, adjusting 
a tomato red telescope for six- 
year old Sid Rajan. “Up there, 
up there,” he said, peering into 
the gourd shaped instrument 
known as the Edmund Astroscan 
Telescope. Levin explained that 
what the Bowie resident sighted 
was Vega, a bright, brilliant blu- 
ish-white star almost straight 
overhead on late summer nights. 
Other sights abounded at God- 
dard on August 26, including 
the evening’s feature, the James 
Webb Space Telescope. 

Named in honor of James E. 
Webb, NASA’s second adminis- 
trator, the Webb Telescope is an 
orbiting infrared observatory that 
will complement and extend the 
discoveries of the Hubble Space 
Telescope. Webb will have a 
much larger primary mirror than 
Hubble (2.5 times larger in di- 
ameter or about six times larger 
in area), giving it more light- 
gathering power. The telescope 
will possess longer wavelength 
coverage than the Hubble giving 
it improved sensitivity. The lon- 
ger wavelengths will enable the 
telescope to look much closer to 
the beginning of time and to hunt 
for the unobserved formation of 
the first galaxies, as well as to 
look inside dust clouds where 
stars and planetary systems are 
forming today. 

Touted as the biggest telescope 
ever, it is currently being tested 
in Greenbelt and is scheduled to 
launch in 2014 on an Ariane 5 
ECA rocket in French Guiana, 
an overseas department of France 
located in South America. The 
launch vehicle is part of the

European contribution to the mis- 
sion. Webb is going to the sec- 
ond Lagrange (L2) point, which 
is 1 million miles (1.5 million 
km) away from Earth. It will 
take the craft three months to 
reach its destination. 

Amber Straughn, lead scientist 
for Webb Telescope Education 
and Public Outreach, and Paul 
Geither, engineer and Webb Ob- 
servatory Manager, explained 
that the largest structure of Webb 
will be its sunshade, which must 
be able to shield the deployed 
primary mirror and the tower that 
holds the secondary mirror. The 
telescope’s sunshade is about the 
size of a tennis court and will 
protect the telescope from heating 
by direct sunlight, allowing it to 
cool down to a temperature equal 
to -370 degree F by passively 
radiating its heat into space. The 
Webb Telescope includes four 
scientific instruments that work 
best at that temperature: the Near 
Infrared Camera (NIRCam), the 
Near-Infrared Spectrograph (NIR- 
Spec), the Mid-Infrared Instru- 
ment (MIRI) and the Fine Guid- 
ance Sensor and Tunable Filter 
Instrument (FGS-TFI). 

The telescope will explore how 
the first galaxies were formed af- 
ter the Big Bang and how they 
evolved. It will also observe the 
formation of stars and planetary 
systems and measure the physical 
and chemical properties of plan- 
etary systems while investigating 
the potential for life. 

Fourteen countries are involved 
in building the Webb Telescope: 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Den- 
mark, France, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland, the United 
Kingdom and the United States. 


NASA is the lead partner 
in Webb, with significant con- 
tributions from the European 
Space Agency (ESA) and the 
Canadian Space Agency (CSA). 
Northrop Grumman (NG) is the 
main NASA industrial contrac- 
tor, responsible for building the 
optical telescope, spacecraft bus 
and sunshield and preparing the 
observatory for launch. NGST 
is leading a team including three 
major sub-contractors: Ball Aero- 
space, ITT and Alliant Techsys- 
tems (ATK). The three principal 
beryllium mirror subcontractors to 
Ball Aerospace are Tinsley Labo- 
ratories, Axsys Technologies and 
Brush Wellman Inc. 

At the conclusion of the pre- 
sentation, Straughn and Geither 
showed a clip from the Jimmy 
Fallon show, featuring a rapper 
saying farewell to the Hubble. 
Before and after the presenta- 
tion, visitors viewed a model 
of the instrument and touched 
sample construction materials. 
The silver film-like substance 
had the texture of a Mylar bal- 
loon and looked like aluminum 
foil. 

Rad Dey of Rockville thought 
the presentation was excellent. 
Dey’s wife Indrani found out 
about the night’s event by follow- 
ing NASA on Twitter. As Diana 
Bull of Silver Spring waited in 
line to take a photo wearing an 
astronaut suit, she held her three- 
year-old daughter Aisha and talked 
about her brother, who spent the 
summer interning at Goddard. He 
informed Bill about the free Webb 
presentation. Bill thought the 
night’s discussion was exciting be- 
cause the Webb will reach further 
around dark areas and see farther 
into space than the Hubble. 
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There is an urgent need!

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Hot Temps Increase 
Raw Shellfish Risk 


The Maryland Departments of 
Health and Mental Hygiene and 
of the Environment are reminding 
residents of the potential risk of 
eating uncooked oysters, clams, 
mussels and other shellfish dur- 
ing the warmer months of the 
year. The bacteria can also pose 
a threat of infection to persons 
with open cuts, scrapes, burns or 
sores who are exposed to coastal 
salt waters through working or 
swimming. 

As the water temperature rises 
each summer, so does the popula- 
tion of Vibrio bacteria, which are 
found naturally in coastal waters 
such as the Chesapeake Bay and 
its tributaries. Maryland’s water 
temperatures have been higher 
than normal this year. 

The state recommends that 
people avoid consumption of raw 
Shellfish and protect any open 
wounds from the water if contact 
cannot be avoided. 

Shellfish, which are filter- 
feeding organisms, are bivalve 
mollusks such as clams, oysters, 
and mussels. The term shellfish 
does not include crabs, lobsters 
or shrimp. 

To date this year 24 cases 
of Vibrio infection have been 
reported in Maryland, compared 
with a total of 30 cases reported 
during most years. Depending on 
the manner of exposure, Vibrio 
bacteria can cause several types 
of illness ranging from wound 
infections to serious gastrointes- 
tinal disease. Serious complica- 
tions are more likely to occur in 
high-risk individuals with such 
conditions as liver disease, diabe- 
tes, cancer, iron overload disease 
or any disease or medication that 
weakens the immune system.

Whiting-Turner Wins 
Big BARC Contract 


A construction contract for 
$12.4 million funded by the 
American Recovery and Rein- 
vestment Act for critical deferred 
maintenance at the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Henry 
A. Wallace Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center (BARC) 
in Beltsville has been awarded to 
the Whiting-Turner Contracting 
Company of Towson. 

The repairs will be done at 
BARC Building 306, which was 
built in the 1930s to house re- 
search projects formerly conducted 
at USDA’s Arlington Farm and 
subsequently moved to Beltsville 
to make way for the Pentagon. 
The building is a historic example 
of Georgian Revival architecture. 
About 55 people including 12 
scientists will move into Build- 
ing 306 when the repairs are 
complete. Included are staff of 
the ARS Environmental Manage- 
ment and Byproducts Utilization 
Laboratory and the Bee Research 
Laboratory that is leading USDA 
efforts on honey bees’ Colony 
Collapse Disorder. 

The work to be performed 
includes replacing air handling 
units, exhaust fans, duct sys- 
tems, control systems, chiller and 
hot and chilled water distribu- 
tion piping; electrical systems, 
wiring and panels, lighting fix- 
tures, receptacles and data cables; 
plumbing systems including hot 
and cold water, laboratory and 
sanitary waste lines, specialized 
laboratory water and gas piping 
systems; exterior and interior 
doors, roof, an elevator, remov- 
ing asbestos-containing materials 
and lead-based paint; installing a 
fire sprinkler system, upgrading 
fire alarm systems and repairing 
floor, wall and ceiling surfaces, 
laboratory casework and fixed 
laboratory equipment.

Supreme Court Justice Gabriel 
Duvall has served this area as an 
historic house museum under the 
auspices of the Prince George’s 
County Historical Society. Re- 
cently the Society moved its grow- 
ing library to larger quarters in the 
Greenbelt branch of the Prince 
George’s County Library System 
and then its headquarters to Mount 
Calvert on the Patuxent River. 

This change permits Marietta’s 
owner, the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission, to move the offices of its 
Natural and Historical Resources 
Division into Marietta. The His- 
torical Society will continue to 
use Marietta for occasional board 
meetings and small programs. 
However, it closed as a house mu- 
seum as of the end of August.
